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Defeat of Dempsey Has Its, 


Lessons in Our Every-Day Life 
(Puente Journal) 


There is much food for thought in the de- 
feat of Jack Dempsey at Philadelphia by Gene 
Tunney. And one need not be a prize fight 
fan to appreciate its full significance. Follow- 
ers of the fighting game laid heavy wagers on 
Dempsey. They fiaunted their heavy odds on 
the now deposed champion. There were some 
takers, but Dempsey money could not be cover- 
ed. <A favorite went into the ring touted 
to win—and he lost. His loss was the crown 
which he wore for the few years when he sail- 
ed high—and lived higher. His was a huge 
financial gain whether he lost the belt or re- 
tained it. But Dempsey’s backers, many of 
whom could not afford to risk their savings in 
betting on a prize fight, suffered the greatest 
loss. 

The defeat of Dempsey brings home its 
lesson. The champion simply could not deliver 
the blows where they would stop the former 
marine. The fact that he was as many years 
past 30 as his challenger was under 30 may 
have had some part in deciding the contest, 

but it is most likely that Dempsey has forgot- 
ten training since his last fistic fiesta. Impru- 
dent eating and violation of rules of common 
sense living had demoralized his physical fit- 
ness. A few weeks of intensive ‘training could 
not build him up to fighting fettle. 

Nurmi, the. European runner, came to 
America and won easily from our fleetest men. 
But he defeated himself when he tackled the 
juicy American steaks and rich culinary 
viands. Helen Wills suffered a like defeat due 
to violation of ‘training rules when apparently 
she was not in training. The brawny Jess Wil- 
lard knows all about those things which under- 
mine a man’s fitness. Babe Ruth, for a time, 
saw himself slipping when he thought more of 
late-at-night banquets that he did of home 
runs. And it is even charged that the death 
of the late Warren G. Harding may be laid to 
the many banquets which were given in his 
honor. Many other instances might be cited. 

The story is told of a man who had been 
advanced to a position of trust in a great rail- 
road organization. He went to his . superior 
officer and thanked him, with words something 
like these: ‘‘I am now satisfied. 1 have reach- 
ed the height to which I have for years attain- 
ed.’’? Climbing had .its fascination, but the 
honor and esteem which came with ‘the office 
demanded a mental fortitude which this man 
did not possess, and in a comparatively short 
time he was slipping and he was soon superced- 
ed by another who had kept his spurs sharp 
for continued climbing.

How ordinary and human the great peo- 
ple of the land must be, under the skin, is‘ best 
demonstrated by “the pains they take to pre- 
vent the world from finding out the least 
thing about how they look and behave off dress 
parade.

It 
reveals his whole character. 

Arthur Brooks probably held the key to 
many riddles of the Taft, Wilson and Harding 
administrations., It wouldn’t do to refer to 
the administration of President Coolidge, for 
he’s contemporary. But Brooks’ key was bur- 
ied with him. 

Brooks was a talkative old chap—in all 
capacities but as a presidential valet. He 
could tell a good story. He had a sense of 
humor and a nose for the newsy, but what he 
knew, as a valet, was as sacred to him as a 
physician’s knowledge of his patient. He 
didn’t tell his closest friend, or his wife, or his 
children. 

Brooks wasn’t unique. Who ever heard of 
a presidential private secretary who made any 
indisereet disclosures? Or a chief clerk of the 
executive offices? Or a White House chief 
usher? Or a doorkeeper? Or a secret service 
attendant? Or anybody connected .with the 
White House? ad 

That’s why we know so little about our 
presidents—even our present one.
